The bulletin of the Census and Stat- 
istics Office issued today, says that 
the reports on field crops at the end 
of August are more certain than at 
the end of July, and that the situa- 
tion during the month has improved. 
In the older provinces the grains have 
matured well and have harvested and 
saved in fine condition. The estimate 
for wheat, oats and, barley is'445,420,-. 
000 bushels, which ‘is 129,188,000 bus 
hels less than the final estimate for 
Spring wheat is less by 
16,010,000 ‘bushels; but fall wheat 
shows an increase of 1,649,000 bishels. 
The eastern provinces shows gains in 
each one:of these crops. The increase 
of wheat there is 3,633,000 bushels, of 
oats 23,219,000 bushels and of: barley 
625,000 bushels. The loss in the wes- 
tern provinces, exclusive of British 
Columbia, is a result of the great 
drouth of July, which reduced the 
area harvested by 22 per cent for 
wheat, by 24 per cent. for oats and 
by 31.5 per cent. for barley. The es- 
timated production of wheat for the 
whole of Canada is 122,785,000 bus- 
hels, of oats 283,247,000 bushels and 
of barley 39,388,000 bushels, as‘ com- 
pared with 166,744,000 bushels wheat, 
353,466,000 bushels oats and 55,398,000 
bushels barley in the final estimate 
for last year. The estimate for Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta is 
99,890,000 bushels wheat, 92,201,000 
ushels oats and 14,723,000 bushels 
arley being an average of 11,89 bus- 
hels, for wheat, of 20.96 bushels for 
oats and of 14.49 bushels for barley 
on the area sown, but of 15.24 bushels 
wheat, 27.91 bushels oats and 21.22 
bushels barley on the area reaped. 
Compared with the same period last 
year for the Dominion the average 
condition of spring wheat on August 
3lst was 79.05 to 84.30, of oats 80.03 
to 84.89 and of barley 80.51 to 983.54; 
but compared with the condition at 
the end of July it was 79.05 to 77.05 
for spring wheat, 80.03 to 79.57 for 
vats and 80.51 to 79.62 for barley.
